Le Approval of the Agenda 

The agenda was approved. 

2. Approval of the Minutes of the Meeting of January 14, 1994 
The minutes were approved. 

3. Business Arising from the Minutes 


Modifications to Graduate Curriculum Report #41, involving Art Therapy, have now been 
approved by Senate. 


4, Chair’s Remarks 


Dean Parker announced that the Report of the Committee to Appraise the Faculty of Fine Arts 
had been received and distributed to members of Council, and all Fine Arts departments. The 
Ad Hoc Response Committee will begin meeting shortly, and their response will come back to 
Council for approval. 


The first Fine Arts Development Fund bursaries have been awarded; scholarships will be 
awarded later this year. The Faculty Development Fund was established through donations to 
the University’s Annual Giving Campaign. 


Budget savings for the next five years are presently being discussed in departments. A number 
of models have been proposed to ensure that the savings requested are equitably distributed 
across the Faculty. The Chairs have been asked to select a model and report back to the Dean 
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by March 18, 1994. For 1994-95, a faculty-wide budget saving of $275,000 has been requested. 


5, Question Period 


P. Rist noted that the requested savings are cumulative and permanent. He suggested that the 
emphasis should, therefore, be on long term planning. 


B. Layne asked if CUFA had been consulted on the question of increased teaching loads for 
faculty members. E. Saccd reported that CUFA’s position is that the imposition of increased 
teaching loads would be in violation of the Collective Agreement. 


D. Moore reported that in his department a discussion of budget savings had led to a discussion 
of equity between departments. Dean Parker noted that this concern goes beyond the Faculty, 
and into the rest of the University. He also reminded members that there will probably be an 
increased emphasis by the University on the notion of "productivity" in the future. 


6. Undergraduate Curriculum Report #42 (FFAC-94-03-11-D1) 
MOTION: (Tweedie, Austin) 
“that Undergraduate Curriculum Report #42 be approved.” 


Associate Dean K. Tweedie introduced and summarized the content of the Report, and then 
asked representatives of each department concerned to answer questions. 


D. Andrus asked whether the Cinema department had considered any alternate wording for 
"First Nations" in the title of the FMST 217 course, First Nations and Film. In response, P. 
Rist indicated that this had not been a subject of discussion in the department. 


P, Langdon introduced the proposed Art Education changes. Because of expected revisions to 
the teacher certification process by the government, the Department had proposed changes to 
both their Major and Specialization programmes. 


P. Rist asked whether these changes would mean an increase in course offerings, and thus have 
resource implications. Dean Parker confirmed that this was the case. 


E. Saccd indicated that she had received assurances from Dr. M. Cohen, Vice-Rector, 
Institutional Relations and Finance, that funding for these changes would be forthcoming from 
the government. After a lengthy discussion, D. Andrus requested that the section on resource 
implications for the Art Education proposal be amended to include a statement on anticipated 
government funding. K. Tweedie agreed to do so. 


E. Mongerson asked if the Art Education department had re-considered the programme’s twelve 
elective credits in music or drama in education. He noted that this is somewhat of a false 
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elective choice as, in practice, there are very few music courses available to Art Education 
students. P. Langdon responded by stating that, under the changes proposed by the government, 
it may no longer be necessary for Art Education students to follow courses in a second teaching 
discipline, such as music or drama. Pending a final decision on the revisions to teacher 
certification programmes, this requirement will remain in the programme. 


K. Austin introduced the curriculum changes for the Department of Music. The proposed 
changes address the recommendations of the appraisal process, by re-numbering and re-naming 
course offerings to align the existing programmes to one another, as well as adding a number 
of Special Topics courses at various levels, to provide flexibility in terms of future course 
offerings. 


The question was then called and CARRIED. 

a Proposal regarding Religious Holy Days (FFAC-94-03-11-D2) 

While there was support in principle for the proposal, K. Tweedie was asked to request further 
clarification of the proposed text from the Academic Programmes Committee, and report back 
to Council at its next meeting.

J. Helland announced that Trinh T. Minh-ha would be giving the Faculty’s Annual Mary Ann 
Beckett-Baxter Memorial Lecture on March 17, 1994 at 7:00 p.m. in the de Seve Cinema.
